WILMINGTON - The Crier ‘recently took 
part in a Q&A session with both candidates 
for the one open seat on the Board of 
Selectmen: incumbent Michael Champoux 
and challenger Kevin MacDonald. Take a 
look at what they had to say. (The answers 
appear in alphabetical order based on the 
candidates’ last names. No preference has 
been given to either candidate in regards to 
answers, questions or treatment.) 


Do you believe that the new turf field at the 
high school poses any threats or danger to 
the surrounding wetland environment? 

Champoux: I do not have any reason to 
believe that at all. In fact, my intuition and 
logic suggest that the lack of any fertilizers, 
pesticides, etc. that would typically be used 
on a natural grass field would be an 
improvement for the wetlands. Experts 
from the Town's consultants have advised 
that there are no reasons for concern. 
Moreover, logic suggests that, if these types 
of fields did posses any risks, how could they 
be so prevalent in so many communities? 


MacDonald: I believe the jury is still out 
with regard to the turf field endangering the 
wetland environment. It has been reported 
that the chemical composition of the turf 
materials can be a potential carcinogen. 
The proper way to handle this situation is to 
have all the facts and evidence presented to 
the D.E.P including a proper evaluation of 
the carcinogen studies to determine validity. 
A public hearing should be held so all the 
facts can be presented and a responsible

Champoux and MacDonald sound off on free cash, the Town

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decision made. The health and safety of our 
athletes is equally important to me. I do not 
believe in a wanton reckless rubber stamp 
approval when a community's health is a 
concern. 


The Crier has received several comments 
and complaints about the rise of taxes and 
other financial burdens being put on the res- 
idents from the Town while the Town has 
approximately nine million dollars in "free 
cash." How would you encourage the Town to 
spend that money if you are elected/re-elect- 
ed? 

Champoux: I am a pretty conservative per- 
son. Generally, like most, I don't like taxes 
and wish they would go down. But, I chal- 
lenge the notion that Wilmington has put an 
undue tax burden on its residents.

Petition warrant articles seeking to preserve old high school deemed illegal

WILMINGTON - Warrant articles seek- 
ing to reverse parts or all of the new high 
school building project were deemed out 
of order at the joint Planning Board and 
Finance Committee public hearing on 
Teusday evening. 

Petitioners presented their respective 
articles to the appropriate board, com- 
mittee at the hearing. Town representa- 
tives and members of the public had the 
opportunity to comment on each article. 

Articles Pertaining to the High School 
Project 

Article 29, petitioned by Kevin 
MacDonald, requests to rezone 159 
Church Street, the current site of 
Wilmington High School, as a 


Neighborhood Business zone. If this arti- 
cle passed, it would make article 30 and 
34 possible. Article 30, petitioned by 
Michael Bodnar, requests “the Town will 
vote to preserve Wilmington High School 
and prevent it from being demolished.” 


Article 34 also requests that the current 
high school be preserved and seeks 
$250,000 to “design and engineer a trans- 
formation of Wilmington High School into 
a community college on the second floor 
and business space on the first floor.” 

Article 35 then seeks to use $250,000 to 
conduct a feasibility study for the con- 
struction of a new Wilmington High 
School at 9 Cross Street, better known as 
Yentile’s Farm. 

Article 32 asks the Town to rescind the 
vote taken at the Special Town Meeting 
last year approving the construction of 
the new high school. Articles 32-36 were 
petitioned by Kevin MacDonald and oth- 
ers. 

The last article pertaining to the new 
high school project is article 31 peti- 
tioned by Michael Bodnar and others.

Benton’s evaluation report 
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the most detail in the stu- 
dent learning section of her 
review. According to the 
evaluation form that the 
School Committee members 
will base their assessment of 
the Superintendent from, 
student learning is under the 
Educational Leadership cat- 
egory and is defined as: To 
promote academic rigor that 
focuses on equity and excel- 
lence in learning for schools. 

The Superintendent had set. 
goals to align the curriculum 
with the Common Core State 
Standards, which according

Standards Initiative is a 
state-led effort coordinated 
by the National Governors 
Association Center for Best 
Practices (NGA Center) and 
the Council of Chief State 
School Officers (CCSSO). 
The standards were devel- 
oped in collaboration with 
teachers, school administra- 
tors, and experts, to provide 
a clear and_ consistent 
framework to prepare our 
children for college and the 
workforce.” 

Benton listed _ several 
departments that are cur- 
rently in* the process of 
alignment and others are 
being prepared for the 
process. Benton lists the 
installation of and training 
on the new Aspen software 
system, which provides staff 
a centralized location and 
formatting of conduct, atten- 
dance, grade book, schedul- 
ing and grading modules, as 
one of her accomplishments 
for the year. She said the 
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schools are piloting the use 
of the family portal aspect of 
the software, and are begin- 
ning the process of imple- 
menting the professional 
development, © community 
learning pages and parent, 
teacher and student pages. 
In her report, Benton said 
she also addressed issues 
regarding science instruc- 
tion, effective methods of 


monitoring student achieve-— 


ment, professional develop- 
ment of staff members, the 
approval of the new high 
school, improvements in 
communication methods and 
improvement in technology 
among many others. 

Under Finance and 
Budget, the Superintendent 
states that she worked with 
the School Committee and 
the Town Manager to reduce 
the preliminary FY 2013 
budget by $630,746. 

“My biggest challenge in 
creating a budget is making 
every effort to economize, 
reallocate resources, and 
achieve greater efficiencies 
without compromising our 
vision of what good schools 
are and should be for stu- 
dents,” Benton previsously 
told the Crier. 

As previously reported, the 
Superintendent will also be 
evaluated on her relation- 
ship with the School 
Committee, personnel man- 
agement and communica- 
tions/public relations.

The 
School Committee should be 
kept informed in appropriate 
matters of collective bar- 
gaining, performance stan- 
dards, professional develop- 
ment and grievances. 

Communications/public 
relations: The 
Superintendent should 
ensure that staff, student, 
parents, and the community 
are kept informed of the mis- 
sion and the accomplish- 
ments of the school system. 
An atmosphere of trust and 
mutual respect is encour- 
aged.

This aids us 
greatly is securing very 
favorable borrowing rates 
for large capital projects like 
the High School Project and 
other major purchases. If 
re-elected, I will not encour- 
age the town to spend that 
money. On the contrary, I 
will encourage the town 
Manager to continue the 
practice of fiscal conser- 
vatism that has put us in the 
comparatively enviable fis- 
cal position we are in.

A Town 
Manager should be about 
the business of helping peo- 
ple not hurting them or their 
families. He should be trust 
worthy and about the busi- 
ness of making the Town a 
safer place and a better 
place than when he took 
over. Mr. Hull shouldn’t just 
be a shoe in for the job, or be 
a rubber stamped approval. 
He should have to go up 


against other qualified 
applicants for the job and go 
through the _ evaluation 
process. 


What is your vision of the 
future for Wilmington? 

Champoux: My vision for 
Wilmington is the hope that 
through my collaboration 
with my colleague members 
of the Board of Selectmen 
together with the profession- 
al Town Administrators, we 
can keep Wilmington the 
"Best Affordable Suburb in 
Massachusetts" 
(Bussiness Week March 
2010). My intent is to leave 
the town better than when I 
found it, to provide a town to 
future generations of 
Wilmington that will be safe, 
welcoming, affordable and 
have the spirit of volun- 
teerism and community that 


we enjoy today. 


MacDonald: My vision for 
Wilmington is a community 
that no longer has a high 
rate of cancer. I would also 
like to see taxes lowered 
drastically and even elimi- 
nated if we can find creative 
ways to fund our needs. 


What other Town issues are 
near and dear to your heart? 
Champoux: I am proud of 
the work that the town, 


under the direction of 
Directors of Public 
Buildings, Public Works, 


Water Department and oth- 
ers have done to move our 
town toward being more 
"green" or ecologically 
friendly. Changing the road 
salt practices, monitoring 
and regulating water usage 
for irrigation and of course 
retrofitting public buildings 
with modern, energy effi- 
cient windows, lighting, boil- 
ers and other systems are all 
important measures to help 
reduce our use of unrenew- 
able resources while also 
reducing costs. As member 
of the Board of Selectman, I 
have been and will continue 
to be a proponent of these 
measures and encourage the 
expansion of them wherever 
and whenever possible and 
prudent. 


MacDonald: A town issue 
that greatly concerns me is 
a 200-person waiting list for 
Deming Way. There is a 
great need for handicap and 
elderly housing in 
Wilmington. I would also 
like to drill some water wells 
in the Town Forest to deter- 
mine if we can get water 
from bedrock wells in this 
area so we can reduce our 
dependence on the MWRA 
(Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority) for 
water.

First of all, a kid who's being bullied’ 
online can confide in a trusted adult and’ 
work with them to stop the bullying. If 
that doesn't work, the best thing to do 
would be to stop using social media. 
e child being bullied can also try to’ 
resolve the situation with the help of 
their friends. It's extremely important- 
for younger kids who are exposed to 
social media to know that there's always 
help available. Talking to a parent, 
teacher, or other adult can be beneficial 
because they can help a child deal with cyber 
bullying in a healthy way. Parents of these chil- 
dren may also experience stress due to their child's 


It's important for parents to know what their 
kids are doing online—for example, creating’ 


an account on Facebook is a good way to be’ 
aware that their child isn't being harassed online. Also, par-- 
ents need to make sure that their children aren't the ones: 
bullying others—no parent wants to be called to the princi- 
pal's office for any reason. Social media seems like a good 
thing on the surface, but parents and kids must take we, 


cautions when using it.

“It is a simple addition to 
the curfew by-law that is 
an alternative to criminal 
prosecution,” Caira said. 

Yentile’s Farm 

Article 22 pertains to the 
purchase of Yentile’s 
Farm. If approved, the 
article would allow the 
Town to purchase the land 
at 9 Cross Street and devel- 
op it as open space or for 
other recreational uses. If 
approved, the Town will 
purchase the _ property 
from Century Bank and 
Trust Company for just 
under $1.2 million. 
According to the Board of 
Selectmen, the funds for 
the purchase will come 
from the Town’s free cash 
account, which currently 
holds approximately $9 
million. 

“The fact that we are able 
to do it without a tax bur- 
den to residents is definite- 
ly a plus in this situation,” 
Selectwoman Judith 
O’Connell said at a previ- 
ous Board of Selectmen 
meeting originally dis- 
cussing the purchase of the 
land. 

Although the article 
would give permission to 
develop the land for recre- 
ational uses, the Town has 
not budgeted any money 
for this development. 
Residents would have to 
vote for a separate war- 
rant article to approve any 
monies spent on the proj- 
ect outside of the original 
purchase. Currently no 
such article appears on the 
list.

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Wilmington 
defeats Franklin 
at TD Garden 
for first ever 
Boys Hockey title

“BOSTON - For every 
Wilmington High Hockey 
player who has ever laced 
up the skates for the 
Wildcats, the dream has 
finally come true. There 
have been close calls and 
near misses but the Holy 
Grail of a state champi- 
onship had always somehow 
eluded their grasp. 

But on Sunday afternoon at 
the TD Garden, one very 
special group of Wildcats 
made that dream a reality 
for themselves as well as for 
so many teams of the past. 
Led by a performance for 
the ages by junior forward 
Cam Owens, the Wildcats 
made the memories of all 
those near misses disappear 
and inspired~generations of 
teams to come by capturing 
the Division 2 state champi- 
onship with a thrilling 3-2 
win over Division 2 South 
champion Franklin. 

It is the first ever state 
championship in the long 
and illustrious history of the 
Wilmington High Hockey 
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“We “We did it: We're State

program and it is the 11th 
state title for any sport in 
the history of Wilmington 
High with the most recent 
coming back in 2009 with the 
boys spring track team cap- 
turing the crown. 


Owens scored all three 
Wilmington goals, with the 
first two coming in the sec- 
ond period as the Wildcats 
built a 2-0 lead only to see 
Franklin (19-3-3) tie the 
score before the end of the 
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frame. But as they have 
done all season long, the 
resilient Wildcats bounced 
back to dominate the third 
period and Owens scored the 
game winner with 7:33 left in 
the game and Wilmington 
(16-4-5) held on for the 
biggest win in school histo- 
ry. 

"It's going to take a little 
while to sink in," said 
Wilmington coach Steve 
Scanlon. "It's been a long 
haul for us. We've been close 
a bunch of times. I think it's 
more a culmination of 
things. Everyone who has 
ever played at Wilmington 
High can take a piece of this 
title. These guys did a great 
job winning it, but it's really 
been a program wide goal. 
To see it happen is amazing. 
If you ever played hockey at 
Wilmington High today is a 
proud day for you." 

It truly was an amazing 
game from start to finish for 
the Wildcats, who came out 
fired up in the first period 
and dominated the 
Panthers, who were playing 
in the championship game 
for the second straight year 
after losing 2-1 in overtime 
to Tewksbury last season. 

Conventional wisdom said 
that the Wildcats, who last 
appeared in the state title 
game in 2008 when they lost 
a 1-0 heartbreaker to 
Sandwich, might come out a 
little tight on such a big 
stage, but that was certainly 
not the case as the Wildcats 
took control not long after 
the opening whistle. 

"Scouting reports we had 
on them told us that they 
like to hit teams quick and 
get them back on their 
heels," Scanlon said. "They 
did that with Mansfield (in 


_ the South final), they put a 


couple in on them and then 
you end up chasing the 
game and that is tough in 
the tournament so we tried 
to get our players to focus on 
their first two shifts of the 
game, really digging down 
and playing (defense)." 
Along with the Wildcats 
great focus in the game's 
opening period, Scanlon said 
his team also was buoyed be 


the raucous Wilmington 
crowd at TD Garden who lit- 
erally never stopped cheer- 
ing from the time the 
Wildcats first stepped on the 
ice for warm-ups. 

"Our crowd has been the 
seventh player for us all 
year long," Scanlon said. "It 
really gives the team a lift." 

A 5-on-3 power play for 
nearly a minute and a half 
certainly helped give the 
Wildcats a lift as well, as 
penalties to Franklin at 4:49 
and 5:04 of the period put 
Wilmington in great position 
to get the first goal of the 
game. But despite putting 
five shots on net during the 
power play, including one 
great bid on a one-timer 
from Jake Rogers to Dalton 
Rolli, the Wildcats could not 


put one past Franklin sopho- 
more netminder Mike 
Donadio. 


Overall Wilmington out 
shot Franklin 13-3 in the 
opening frame, but Donadio 
made several great saves, 
with none better than a bril- 
liant right pad save on 
Rogers who got a great pass 
from senior Frank Cerbone 
on a 2-on-1 bid at the 11:00 
mark of the period. Still, 
the teams went to the locker 
room in a scoreless dead- 
lock at the end of one. 

"He was outstanding, espe- 
cially early on," Scanlon 
said of Donadio. "That save 
on Rogers was a ten-bell 
save and the other one on 
Rolli was legit too. But we 
have run into some hot 
goalies during the tourna- 
ment and we managed to get 
some pucks by them so- we 
are doing something right, I 


guess." 
While they were carrying 
the play offensively, 


Wilmington also did an out- 
standing job defensively 
against the high powered 
Franklin offense that had 
averaged nearly five goals 
per game during the season. 
The Wilmington defense, led 
by senior Frank Cerbone, 
and juniors Cam Collins, 
Brian Pickett and Anthony 
Castellano, would not allow 
Franklin any quality scoring 
chances throughout the first

period. 

“The Middlesex League 
certainly prepared us well,” 
Scanlon said. “We have 
faced some high octane 
teams all year long. I 
thought Cerbone and Cam 
Collins really improved as 
the year went on and they 
made a big difference for us. 
I thought Pickett and 
Anthony played really well 
too.” 

Franklin coach Chris 
Spillane was impressed with 
the team defensive effort by 
the Wildcats. 

“Our chances were very 
limited,” Spillane said. “A 
big part of our offense is our 
defense, with shots from the 
point and things like that 
and I don’t think we had a 
shot from the point on net 
until late in the third period. 
There were no second oppor- 
tunities. Everything was on 
the wall and they clogged up 
the middle pretty good.” 

The Wildcats finally put 
one past Donadio at the 4:10 
mark of the second period 
when Owens scored his first 
goal on assists from junior 
defenseman. Brian Pickett 
and Rogers after a turnover 
in the Franklin zone. After 
getting a nice feed from 
Pickett in the slot Owens 
snapped a wrist shot past 
Donadio for a 1-0 lead that 
took an already pumped up 
crowd to an entirely new 
level. 

Wilmington pushed their 
lead to 2-0 less than three 
minutes later when Owens 
put in a_ backhanded 
rebound after a great rush 
up ice by Rogers at the 7:02 
mark of the period. 
Sophomore goalie Drew 
Foley, got the second assist 
on the goal, after starting 
the play with a great outlet 
pass to Rogers. Rogers then 
rushed up ice down the right 
wing boards and created a 
great scoring opportunity 
before being stoned by 
Donadio, but Owens 
pounced on the loose puck in 
front and put the backhand 
behind Donadio to double 
the Wildcats advantage.

BOSTON - It’s not as if 
scoring goals is a new thing 
for Cam Owens. 

After all, the junior for- 
ward for the Wilmington 
High Boys Hockey team has 
scored 60 of them in his 
three-year career with the 
Wildcats, including 21 this 
season. And he has scored a 
total of 119 career points at 
Wilmington High, leaving 
him as the second all-time 
leading scorer for the 
Wildcats behind only his 
brother Justin Vallas who 
finished his Hall of Fame 
career with 135 points. 

And it’s not as if scoring a 
hat trick in a playoff game 
is a new thing to Owens 
either, as he accomplished 
that feat as just a freshman 
in his first-ever playoff 
game against Stoneham 
back in 2010. 

But a hat trick in the state 
championship game at TD 
Garden in front of over.6,000 
screaming fans while play- 
ing on the same ice as the 
defending Stanley Cup 


champions? Well, that was a. 


little hard for even a player 
of Owens considerable tal- 
ents to believe. 

But that is. exactly what 
happened as Owens scored 
all three Wilmington goals 
in the Wildcats 3-2 win over 
Franklin in the Division 2 
state championship game at 
the TD Garden, giving the 
Wildcats the first state 
hockey title in the pro- 
grams’ history. 

“You can't even describe 
the feeling, it's crazy," said 
Owens. "You get the first 
goal and the blood starts 
flowing. You get another 
right after. Then I got that 
third one, I couldn't even 
believe it happened. It was 
just unreal.” 

Owens is the youngest of 
four brothers who played at 
Wilmington High, as he fol- 
lowed Justin and Chuck 
Vallas, along with Andy 
Owens. into the program. 
While the entire family had 
outstanding careers for the 
Wildcats, particularly 
Justin, it is pretty safe to 
say that Cam has earned 
bragging rights around the 
Thanksgiving dinner table 


after his performance on

His second goal came less 
than three minutes later on 
a rebound after a great bid 
by linemate Jake Rogers.

The goal was a direct 
result of being in the right 
place at the right time, but 
it was no accident that 
Owens was there to pounce 
on the rebound. 

“It’s something that we 


worked on with reading the 


play, reading what is going 
to happen next, reading all 
the shots and the bounces,” 
Owens said. “We work on it 
in practice, we work on it all 
year and we just put it all 
together tonight.” 

“Owens was the show," 
said Wilmington coach 
Steve Scanlon. "He's very 
talented offensively. He has 
a knack for the net. He was 
the man.” 

If Owens was the man at 
that point, he was about to 
become Superman as the 
third period got under way. 
The Wildcats had seen their 
2-0 lead disappear into a 2-2 
tie and they needed. some- 
one to take charge and lead 
them to the title. 

Owens knew his team was 
up for the challenge as they 
headed into the third period, 
even though Franklin had 
seemingly seized the 
momentum. 

“We knew they had the 
momentum going into the 
third period," said Owens.

On the game _ winner 
Owens took a great pass in 
the left faceoff circle from 
Rogers, who was behind the 
net and deposited a wrist 
shot just inside the right 
post to give the Wildcats a 3- 
2 lead. 

“Jake made the nice pass 
and I just got it looked up 
and saw the shot so I just 
took it,” Owens said. “I don’t 
know I guess it was a lucky 
shot, but it is something we 
worked on all year. We have 
been working really well 
together all year.” 

The goal sent the 
Wilmington faithful into a 
frenzy and clearly killed 
any momentum _ that 
Franklin was starting to 
build. 

“When Owens has an 
opportunity he kind of sniffs 
out a chance to break a 
team's back," Scanlon 
said." He's hard to deal with 
defensively. He's very tal- 
ented. He has a sixth sense 
when it comes to hockey." 

The goal also started a 
parade of hats onto the ice 
in Owens honor. If things 
weren’t surreal enough for 
the junior forward already, 
the mountain of hats on the 
ice certainly put it over the 
top. 

“It was unreal, and then 
they had the Jumobtron on 
me,” Owens said. “I don’t 
know it was crazy, I didn’t 
know how to react. I just 
gave a nice wave and a 
smile.” 

While Owens was clearly 
the star of the game for the 
Wildcats, he felt he was just 
a part of the Wildcats his- 
toric win and historic run to 
the title game. 

"We won as a team. It's big 
for the town. We all grew up 
there. We've been playing 
together since we were little 
kids,” Owens said. “We'd 
talk about making it to the 
Garden and winning a state 
title and we did it. It's huge. 
This is something I'll always 
remember."

Blueliner Cerbone, a

Frank Cerbone will never 
be compared to a kid like 
Bob Voner, the Hall of 
Fame defenseman who 
graduated in 1991.

“This is unreal and words 
can’t even describe it,” he 
said. “My senior year and 
to go out like this is just a 
feeling that I never had 
before. I have been playing 
hockey since I was four 
years old and to end my 
career like this is just ... I 
don’t know I’m speechless, 
I can’t describe it other 
than to say it’s awesome.” 

Cerbone is one of four 
guys who took a regular 
shift on the blueline for the 
most of the year.

Anthony Castellano have 
also come a long way on 
the ice, much like Cerbone. 
And all four of them played 
very well on Sunday, limit- 
ing Franklin’s high pow- 
ered offense to just 19 
shots. 

“(All four of them) did 
(play very well),” said 
head coach Steve Scanlon. 
“They kept things steady, 
they moved the puck and 
didn’t try to do things too 
dramatic. I thought 
Frankie and Cam Collins 
really ‘have come on and 
really matured in the sec- 
ond half of the season and 
that really made a huge 
difference for us. Pickett 
has been so solid for us and 
I also thought Anthony 
played very well. tonight. 
When he keeps things sim- 
ple he’s good.” 

And the same goes with 
Cerbone. He’s one of those 
lunchpale kids, who just 
gets his nose dirty whether 
in the corners or in front of 
the net.

Cerbone said that individ- 
ually his confidence gained 
throughout the year, but 
right before the state tour- 
nament started, he knew 
the team had something 
going on, between the over- 
all stellar defensive play, 
as well as having some 
kids who can put the puck 
in the net. 

“As the year went on we 
all had our mind sets to be 
state champions, that was 
our goal and we got this 
far,” he said. “Right before 
the state tournament start- 
ed, I felt a lot more confi- 
dent about the team and 
our chances. Then we got 
to the tournament and 
started to win some games, 
and then we got here and 
we just wanted to win the 
whole thing and we did it.” 

Wilmington was able to 
pick off four teams before

Scanlon has done a million 
interviews after hockey 
games and he’s always the 
same - he’s very truthful 
about his team, whether 
they play great or whether 
they played poorly.

Lone captain Rolli deserves a lot of credit

BOSTON -- He served as 
the team’s only captain this 
year, and will go down as the 
one captain who led the 
hockey team to its first ever 
state championship title. 
Dalton Rolli played like a 
captain - ill over the past few 
weeks, the kid was totally 
exhausted after the game, 
certainly on fumes. But for 
him, it was all worth it. 

“This is unbelievable,” he 
said. “The feeling that’s 
going through my right now 
is just ...

Ever since Scanlon became 
a varsity head coach at WHS 
before the 1991’-92 season, 
only three other coaches at 
WHS have compiled over 230 
wins in their careers, Jan 
Cassidy Wood (233 in field 
hockey), Jim McCune (268 
in boys basketball) and Dick 
Scanlon (300 in baseball). 
Dick is Steve’s father, who 
passed away ten years ago. 

“My wife (Tina) has said to 
me that ‘I can feel your 
father at some of these 
games’ and yeah my Dad 
would be awful proud of us 
getting that close and finally 
being able to win it,” said 
Steve. 

Indeed he is very proud. 

All three of those coaches, 
Cassidy-Wood, McCune and 
Dick Scanlon are all current 
WHS Hall of Famers, and 
very soon, retired or not, 
Steve Scanlon will be joining 
those coaches, but with a 
state championship title on 
his side.

Four years ago, Mike 
Cabral was the goalie on 
the Wildcats’ | Hockey 
team, who played excep- 
tional during his senior 
season helping the team 
reach its first state final 
appearance since 1984. 
That team also went to the 
TD Garden, losing to 
Sandwich 1-0.

He wasn’t able to get back 
onto the bench during the 
most of the playoff run as 
an assistant coach, but 
was still in attendance, but 
Sunday he made it back. 

“Being apart of the pro- 
gram is an honor and a 
privilege after playing for 
Wilmington during my 
high school years and now 
being able to coach,” he 
said. “I was fortunate 
enough to be apart of the 
first team in school history 
to win a Division 2 North 
Sectional title . against 
Tewksbury in a shoot-out 
and to be able to to play at 
the Garden for a state title. 
Unfortunately we lost 1-0 
to Sandwich but it's a 
memorable season I will 
never forget. But, being 
able to coach and be apart 
of a successful program is 
continuing my memories. 
After being apart of my 


own team in 2008 and com- 
ing so close .to winning 
made this year even more 
memorable because it was 
unfinished business from 
my year and the years 
before this year that came 
so close to a title. This 
state championship is for 
anyone who has ever 
strapped on the skates, 
who wore the school colors 
and were apart of the 
Wilmington High Hockey 
program.” 

When Cabral was out 
with his health issue, 
Dango was called back out 
of retirement and re-joined 
the staff. Much like 
Cabral, Dango was also a 
goalie, being a part of sev- 
eral successful teams in 
the late 1990s. Both of 
them watched closely from 
the bench on Sunday, espe- 
cially the tactics of goal- 
tender Drew Foley, who 
turned away 17 of 19 shots, 
playing extremely well 
again and helping the 
team celebrate on the cen- 
ter ice with the 3-2 win. 

“T am so proud of these 
boys. They have grown into 
young mature men. I have 
seen these kids grow into 
the talented hockey play- 
ers that they are,” said 
Cabral. “They never gave 
up and always had confi- 
dence in themselves and 
each other to bring home 
the title. To be able to play 
here (myself) and win a 
sectional title and be a 
state finalist and now to be 
a coach and add another 
sectional and a state title 
to my resume is something 
I will cherish forever. To be 
able to coach side by side 
with Steve is an honor. I 
have learned a lot from 
him. He has been the rea- 
son why the program has 
had so much success dur- 
ing his coaching era. He 
has brought a winning tra- 
dition to this program,

"Maddy is an extremely 
hard worker who is very 
eager to learn," Taverna 
said "Maddy’s best attrib- 
ute is her work ethic.

Roberts has _ already 
shown improvement this 
season alone, as she began 
the season on the fourth 
line and worked her way up 
to the third line for the 
Cougars, no easy task 
given the wealth of talent 
up and down the AC roster. 

"I was actually on the sec- 
ond line last year, but we 
had a lot of good freshman 
join the team this year so I 
was moved down because 
coach was trying to see 
which lines worked best 
together," Roberts said. "I 
still don't get to play as 
much as the first or second 
line, but I am playing more.

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Tildsley leads Andover to third straight state title

As great of a coach that Jim 
Tildsley is, he’s a_ better 
human being and one that 
hasn’t changed one bit 
despite his tremendous suc- 
cess on the basketball court. 

The former longtime 
Wilmington High School 
Coach and educator, enjoyed 
his third straight Division 1 
Girls Basketball 
Championship on Saturday as 
he guided the Andover High 
Warriors past Holyoke, 61-45, 
to end the team’s perfect sea- 
son at 27-0. 

Tildsley has been the head 
coach at AHS since 1996 after 
serving two years as the WHS 
Girls Basketball coach guid- 
ing the team to a Merrimack 
Valley Conference small 
school title. So when he was 
asked on Tuesday morning 
how many titles is this for 
him during his career, he 
made sure that he led in with 
a joke. 

“We’re over the .500 mark,” 
he said. “We’re 4-3.” 

Translation, four state 
championship victories and 
three state championship 
finalist trophies. 

But when asked about the 
trifecta, going 51-1 combined 
in the past two years and 76-3 
the past three years, as 
always he gave credit to the 
players. 

“This is special,” he said. 
“To win it three years in a row 
is unheard of - Haverhill did it 
in the early 90s. But for us to 
do it, I’m not sure if it has 
sunk in yet, but we topped off 
the championship by going 27- 
0 on the season and my hat is 
off to the girls because that’s 
certainly not an easy thing to 
do. The girls knew what they 
wanted since the first day of 
practice and then went out 
and did it and I give them a 
lot of credit for that.” 

After winning last year’s 
title, Tildsley knew that hav- 
ing four of his five starters 
back would certainly make 
the team the heavy favorites 
to win it again. But when it 
comes to high school sports 
having talent is not always 
the ultimate answer. 

“I think there was a lot of

pressure on us,” he said. 
“Everyone was expecting us 
to win. And that’s very diffi- 
cult when you're talking 
about dealing with 16, 17 and 
18 year old kids. But their 
mind set was all about the 
team, and they were just so 
mentally tough. The cama- 
raderie on the team was 
tremendous. No one cared 
who scored the points and 
they all understood and knew 
what to expect.” 

After breezing through the 
regular season with a 22-0 
record, Andover carried that 
success over to the post sea- 
son winning five more games 
over Acton-Boxboro (52-37), 
Central Catholic (56-36), 
Masconomet (61-53) for the 
sectional crown, Braintree 
(54-39) for the Eastern Mass 
title and then Holyoke, led by 
the performances of the 
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dynamic duo, Ally Fazio and 
Nicole Boudreau. 

“I had two tremendous cap- 
tains in Ally and Nicole who 
took so much pressure off of 
me because they were such 
great leaders,” said Tildsley. 
“They were outstanding lead- 
ers and it’s a pretty neat 
thing when you have leaders 
like that and a team like we 
did. Iremember there was 
one practice where they said 
they would be 15 minutes late 
because they had to meet with 
the team about something. I 
said sure, and they took care 
of what needed to be taken 
care of and that certainly 
made my job a lot easier.” 

Fazio and Boudreau were 
tremendous in Saturday’s win 
at the DCUCenter in 
Worcester. Fazio guarded the 
Western Mass Player of the 
Year, Monique Heard, holding

her to just seven second half 
points, while Boudreau, the 
two-time Gatorade Player of 
the Year, ended her illustrious 
high school career with a 31- 
point, 11-rebound, 5-steal per- 
formance. Fazio and 
Boudreau close out their 
careers having won 97 games 
and three consecutive state 
titles. Boudreau will now 
trade in her Warriors jersey 
for a Boston College shirt, 
joining the Eagles’ program 
after graduating this June 
from AHS. 

Tildsley, 61, has been 
involved in coaching since 
1973 as the JV Girls 
Basketball coach at 
Shawsheen Tech. He then 
moved to become the 
Freshmen Boys Coach at 
Wilmington High for four 
years, before going to 
Methuen for a year as its JV 
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coach, and then coming back 
to WHS serving as the Varsity 
Boys Hoop Coach, while also 
becoming an assistant foot- 
ball coach. He gave the head 
basketball coaching position 
up and remained as an assis- 
tant football coach at WHS, 
until he returned as the WHS 
Girls Varsity Basketball 
Coach for two seasons, 1993- 
94 and ‘94-95. He then 
resigned to take the same 
position at Andover High and 
has been there ever since. 

During his 17 years at AHS, 
Tildsley has a career record 
of 360-24, including four state 
championships, three state 
finalist trophies, seven 
Eastern Mass Championship 
titles, eight North Sectional 
Championships and 14 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
titles. 

Tildsley becomes the second 
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former WHS varsity coack 
who has guided an Andovei 
team to a second state cham: 
pionship this school year 
Back in November, Maureer 
Noone led the AHS Fielc 
Hockey to its second straigh! 
Division 1 state title. 

A day after he won his thirc 
straight title, the Wilmingtor 
High School Boys Hockey pro: 
gram won its first state title 
at the TD Garden defeating 
Franklin 3-2. Tildsley gave 
props to his former colleague 
Steve Scanlon for a job well. 
done. 

“Congratulations goes out tc 
Steve and that program,” saic 
Tildsley. “They dominatec 
that game. To do that, and tc 
win that title is very impres: 
sive.” 

So true, but so is winning 
three straight Division 1 Hooy 
titles.

There are some amusing 
bits - the sight of a little 
pooch becoming airborne 
when he's attached to some 
balloons makes for a great 
visual, as does the idea of 
two 12-year-olds working 
security at the party. 

The damage is far worse 
than you could have possi- 
bly imagined. All of Project 
X is like that. There have 
been countless movies 
where teenagers talk about 
sex in blunt and vulgar 
ways, but the scene in which 
baby-faced JB uses his 
hands to give his friends 
some tips to help them with 
the ladies still gets stunned 
laughs out of you, because it 
is so astonishingly dirty - 
and the kid knows what he’s 
talking about. 

Project X is a comedy 
about kids weaned on the 
Internet and video games 
and cable: They know too 
many things they probably 
shouldn’t know, but they can 
still tell right from wrong. 
The characters do bad, bad 
things, but they’re not rot- 
ten. 

Under its raunchy exteri- 
or, this is just another teen 
comedy, and a funny one.

dy by any stretch, but it is a 
funny escape from the win- 
ter doldrums. 

George (Paul Rudd) and 
Linda (Jennifer Aniston) 
are an overextended, 
stressed out Manhattan cou- 
ple. After George is down- 
sized out of his job, they find 
themselves with only one 
option: to move in with 
George's awful brother in 
Atlanta. On the way there, 
George and Linda stumble 
upon Elysium, an_ idyllic 
community populated by 
colorful characters who 
embrace a different way of 
looking at things - Money? 
It can't buy happiness. 
Careers? Who needs them? 
Clothes? Only if you want 
them. Is Elysium the fresh 
start George and Linda 
need? 

Elysium Bed and 
Breakfast is led by the 
charismatic Seth (Justin 
Theroux) and they become 
enamored enough with their 
lifestyle to stay, even though 
that creates new problems 
in their marriage. 

Rudd and Aniston are 
terrific together, very 
believable as a couple both 
in the romantic moments 
and when things start go 
sour in their relationship, 
an inevitability once they 
discover Elysium's free love 
policies and both are pur- 
sued by attractive potential 
mates. 

As actors, they really 
bring out the better (not the 
best) in each other, which 
keeps the movie grounded 
despite some of the sillier 
stuff going on around them, 
and it never veers too far 
into the realm of zaniness 
because of this. 

They are surrounded by a 
good cast, including the 
always-great Alan Alda in a 
role that doesn't take him 
too far out of his comfort 
zone. The same can't be 
said about Theroux's per- 
formance as Seth, which 
allows him to experiment 
with some of the film's more 
outlandish visual and physi- 
cal humor. 

Unlike their last film, 
"Role Models," the produc- 
ers of ‘Wanderlust’ really 
take advantage of the R-rat- 
ing, delving further into 
raunchy territory producer 
Judd Apatow has made pos- 
sible with his earlier hits. 
Director David Wain proves 
to be a master of the mon- 
tage, with sequences that 
take jokes to the highest 
possible laughs - again, 
Rudd and Aniston being 
game for anything is obvi- 
ous from these sequences 


including one showing their 
initial drive down to 
Georgia. 


"Wanderlust" is a hidden 
comedy gem that will 
appeal to fans of Rudd's 
earlier work as much as 
those who just enjoy good, 
raunchy laughs.

This so-called romantic 
comedy is anything but 
romantic and hardly funny 
at all. It’s lone saving grace 
are some decent action 
sequences, but even those 
aren’t enough to recom- 
mend it to viewers. 

In a paragraph, the plot 
of ‘This Means War’ can be 
summed up like this: the 
world's deadliest CIA opera- 
tives are inseparable part- 
ners and best friends until 
they fall for the same 
woman. Having once helped 
bring down entire enemy 
nations, they are now 
employing their incompara- 
ble skills and an endless 
array of high-tech gadgetry 
against their greatest neme- 
sis ever - each other. 

The highly trained CIA 
operatives are named FDR 
(Chris Pine) and Tuck (Tom 
Hardy), and they have 
remained friends and col- 
leagues for years, until 
mutual bad luck in the dat- 
ing scene finds them drawn 
to the same woman, upscale 
magazine editor Lauren 
(Reese Witherspoon). 

Soon, the agents find 
themselves less concerned 
with tracking down an inter- 
national criminal (Til 
Schweiger), much to the 
chagrin of their boss 
(Angela Bassett), and more 
focused on using their espi- 
onage skills and high-tech 
gadgetry to outwit one 
another for Lauren’s affec- 
tions. 

The script coritains too 
many bickering romantic- 
comedy cliches to be 
remotely believable. 

Hardy and Pine are each 
rising stars with proven tal- 
ent, but don’t seem comfort- 
able with the material they 
are given to work with, and 
never appear to be best 
friends at any time on 
screen. 

Witherspoon, meanwhile, 
is stuck with a character 
that becomes increasingly 
desperate and ditzy as the 
film goes along. 

This Means War is saved 


by a fringe character, televi-' 


sion personality Chelsea 
Handler, in her biggest film 
role to date playing 
Lauren’s obligatory friend 
and confidant. She delivers 
some of the funniest lines of 
the entire film. Rosemary 
Harris is also charming as 
FDR’s grandmother. 

Pine and Hardy trade so 
many insults, mutual frisks 
and hugs that they appear 
to be more infatuated with 
each other than they are in 
Witherspoon.

GUIDE TO THE GREAT

The city’s Building 
Inspection Services is also a 
bit put out by the step-by-step 
pr ( 
Inspector Thomas Quinn 
said it came as a surprise to 
him a month ago to read in 
the Daily Times Chronicle 
that the restaurant would 
open in three weeks. The 
owner, he felt, “hyped” the 
description of the proceed- 
ings. “We’ve done nothing on 
a check,” he said at another 
point, noting nothing was 
done in February yet the own- 
ers reported progress. 

On Feb. 16, Milazzo told 
the License Commission they 
would be in “next week to file 
for the Building Permit.” 

Quinn said the site has 
been “problematic over the 
past months.” “Hopefully, we 
can get the pieces of the puz- 
zle this time.

The closing of Spud’s in 
East Woburn a year ago and 
the announcement by Waxy 
O’Connor’s to open a restau- 
rant has been a bit of an 
adventure for the Woburn 
License Commission.

The city of 
Woburn has issued 52 such All 
Alcoholic licenses and is quite 
protective of being “’maxed 
out” i.e. there are none avail- 
able to anyone who makes an 
inquiry. 

Located at 1 Mack Road in 
East Woburn off Montvale 
Avenue and I-93, the previous 
owners of Home Fries Inc: 
dba Spud’s Restaurant & Pub 
came into lease problems and 
left. : 

License Commissioners 
were happy in January with 
the explanation given by. 

Milazzo that it is a 
“work in progress” and head- 
ing to a re-opening. 

“I’m glad to see the update 
and the plans,” said License 
Chairman Medeiros at the 
time. i 

The License Commission 
is down to just two members 
with the resignation of former 
Chairman William Bishop in 
early January. 

The long-standing Spud’s 
has been closed since the last 
week in January, 2011 due to a 
lease disagreement between 
the owners of Spud’s and the 
hotel. By March, the hotel 
owners wanted to transfer the 
license and had several 
prospective tenants, including 
Waxy O’Connor’s.

Healthier ways to 
cook comfort foods 


With the arrival of the colder weather, people often turn 
to hearty foods to fill up and keep the body warm. Too 
often, however, so-called comfort foods tend to be big on fat 
and calories as much as they are big on flavor. With a few 
small ingredient changes, comfort foods can be both deli- 
cious and healthy. 


Just think of all those hearty and filling foods you enjoy 
when winter arrives. The stews, casseroles, pastas, and 
soups that make cold days bearable are often not the 
healthiest choices a person can make. The average two-cup 
bowl of beef chili, for example, comes in at 595 calories and 
25.9 grams of fat, according to Calorie King. That's before 
the addition of sour cream, cheese or bread is included. 
One entree of Lasagna Classico from the popular chain 
eatery Olive Garden weighs in at 850 calories and 47 grams 
of fat. 


Unlike the salads and sandwiches of warmer weather, 
comfort foods tend to be built on meats, cheeses and carbo- 
hydrate-rich ingredients. Indulging too often can mean 
quick weight gain and extra fat the body simply does not 
need. However, you do not have to give up on your favorite 
comfort foods; simply find ways to make them healthier. 


* Choose leaner meats. Substitute lean cuts of meat or 
alternatives to reduce the fat and calories. For example, 
ground turkey can be substituted for ground beef in many 
cases. 


* Reduce the cheese. Cut down on the amount of cheese 
in a recipe. In a dish like lasagna, add vegetables to the 
recipe to beef it up instead of extra cheese. When using 
cheese, opt for low- or no-fat varieties. 


* Use stocks for flavor. Soup stock can be used to flavor 
everything from rice to mashed potatoes, instead of relying 
on butter or heavy gravies. 


* Select whole-wheat breads. A lot of extra calories are 
consumed when loading up on breads that are essentially 
devoid of nutritional benefits. When selecting breads and 
doughs, go for whole-wheat products that will offer more 
fiber. 


* Opt for low-fat dairy. When a recipe calls for cream or 
whole milk, substitute skim milk and see if you can notice 
the difference. In many cases, the change in flavor will be 


negligible. 


* Stock up on nonstick sprays. Lightly mist foods with 
some non-stick spray instead of coating pans and ingredi- 
ents in a lot of oil to cut down on calories. 


~ * Use vegetables and legumes to make a meal more 
hearty. Stews, soups and other comfort foods can be 
enhanced with mushrooms, beans or other filling items at 
a fraction of the fat and calories of adding meats or 
cheeses. 


* Bake or grill instead of fry. Many popular comfort 
foods, like fried chicken, can be made healthier simply by 
changing the cooking method. Make popular recipes 
healthy by baking them instead of frying them.

How to maintain 
fresh-cut flowers 


Fresh flowers serve 
many purposes. A bouquet 
of flowers can be a gift ona 
special holiday or birthday. 
Some people apologize with 
flowers, while others use 
flowers to convey feelings of 
love or appreciation. Many 
people like to display fresh- 
cut flowers in their homes 
because their beauty can 
brighten the mood indoors. 
Others plant rows and rows 
of flowers in a garden with 
the express purpose of cut- 
ting them and bringing 
them into the home. 

While outdoor flowers 
can remain beautiful and 
bountiful outside, once they 
are cut, there is a limited 
amount of time before they 
begin to wilt and wither. But 
there are ways to prolong 
the life of cut flowers to 
enjoy their beauty as long 
as possible. 

* Cut correctly. Creating 
a large enough surface area 
on the stem for the uptake 
of water is essential. That is 
why florists recommend 
cutting the stem on a slant 
to expose more area to the 
water. 

* Place flowers in water 
immediately. Some people 
advocate cutting the stems 
while they're actually sub- 
merged in water. However, 
you will probably be fine if 
you simply recut the stems 
on flowers you brought 
inside and immediately put 
them in a vase of water. The 
key is not to let the tip of the 
stem dry out or close up 
with an air bubble, sap or 
other substances, prevent- 
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ing the uptake of water. Be 
sure to use lukewarm water 
so as not to shock the 
blooms. 

* Remove leaves. Take off 
the leaves of the plant that 
would end up underwater in 
the vase. Exposure to the 
water could cause the 
leaves to rot and fall off, 
creating algae or sludge in 
the vase water. It also may 
breed extra bacteria or 
attract small insects to the 
water. 


* Set a good example and let your kids learn by watch- 
ing and imitating you as you brush, rinse and floss.
